WALKINGIN THE SPIRIT 





“Walk in the Spirit and ye shall not fulfill the lust 
of the flesh.”—Gal. 5:16.

There has never been a period since 
man was created that he could not in 
some way commune with God. In the 
beginning man was placed in the 
Beautiful Garden, and in the cool of 
the day the voice of the Lord could 
be heard walking in the Garden, and 
although man sinned in partaking of 
the forbidden fruit, yet God did not 
altogether cut him off. While man 
was cast out of the Garden under a 
sentence of death, yet God made pro- 
visions for him to commune with 
Him. 

As we come on down thru the 
years the Scriptures rell us that man 
became very wicked and the imagi- 
nation of their hearts was evil con- 
tinually until God was sorry that He 
had made man, but in the midst of 
that evil generation there was a man 
whose name was Enoch who walked 
so close to God that God took him. 

“Abraham walked very close to 
God” and the angels would commune 
with him and encourage him. So in 
the fullness of time Jesus was mani- 
fest that He might by the sacrifice of 
Himself forever put away sin. He 
told His disciples that it was expedi- 
ent for Him to suffer and die for the 
sin of the world, but that He would 
rise the third day and go to the Fa- 
ther and send another Comforter. So 
the Holy Ghost was given at Pente- 


cost, and wherever the folks would 
accept Christ as their Savior they 
would receive the Holy Ghost, and 


a great number had received Him and 
had been added to the Church. Later 
on, Saul of Tarsus was converted and 
received the wonderful baptism of the 
Holy Ghost and became a_ great 
preacher in the Church of God. So in 
exhorting the church at Galatia he 
instructed them to “walk in the 
Spirit” and they would not fulfill the 
lust of the flesh, thus signifying that 
if we fail to walk in the Spirit that 
we will fulfill the lust of the flesh. 
Some seem to have a very peculiar 
idea of “walking in the Spirit” or be- 
ing spiritual; they seem to think it 
means to be demonstrative or emo- 
tional. It is true that in many in- 
stances the joy of salvation will cause 
many to be very demonstrative, but 
to “walk in the Spirit” means to be 
spiritually minded. It means for us 
to be so anchored in God that we will 
walk in Him and He in us. 

If we live in the Spirit we will not 
be desirous of vain glory. Instead of 
biting and devouring one another and 
being consumed one of the other, we 
will bear one another’s burdens. If 
we are walking in the Spirit we will 
not feel that any part of the Lord’s 
work belongs to us individually, but 
on the other hand we will feel that 
we, and what we possess, and all that 
we can do, belongs to God. 

If we walk in the light we have 
fellowship one with the other. We 
cannot walk in the Spirit unless we 
are willing to walk in the light of 
God’s Word. His Word giveth life, 
that is, spiritual life. It will kill us 
out to the carnal or natural man but 
will make us alive unto God and 
spiritual things. God is a Spirit and 
He wants us to worship Him in the 
Spirit, but to do so we must be dead 
to the carnal and alive unto the spirit- 
ual. God is seeking to show Himself 
strong in behalf of those whose 
hearts are perfect toward Him. We 
cannot have God’s best and be car- 
nal; the fruit we bear will tell our 
spirituality. If the works of the flesh 
are manifest in our lives continually 
then we are not walking in the 
Spirit. 

It should-ve easy to discern the 
works of the flesh. ‘Uncleanness’ is 
one. If we walk in the Spirit we will 
live clean, pure lives. We will not be 
envious, hating one another, but will 
rather provoke each other to love. 

“Sedition and herestes” all come 
from carnality. If you have the spirit 
of such you will contend and strive 
for things of no profit. Why do men 
get so dogmatic and contentious? 
They are carnal. What causes them 
to think they are right and all oth- 
ers are wrong? It is the work of the 
flesh. So many today are saying “we 
have the key to the kingdom, if you 
wish to enter in you must come to 
us.” Is that the Spirit of Christ? Did

About two thousand years ago a 
man of rather slender form with dark 
hair and eyes, was often seen walk- 
ing the shores of Galilee, known as 
Jesus of Nazareth. With His unearth- 
ly message and supernatural power 
He attracted unusual attention, as- 
tonished the world and became the 
author of eternal salvation. His great 
heart overflowed with love for poor, 
lost, suffering, dying humanity for 
whom He suffered a tragical death 
upon Mt. Calvary, witnessed by per- 
haps three million people. Joseph’s 
new tomb sealed with a Roman seal 
could not hold Him even with a hun- 
dred guards. And despite hellish op- 
position against Him He won His way 
in to the hearts of many where He 
had kindled a fire of love and eal 
which is sweeter than life. and 
stronger than death and which the 
floods of many waters have not been 
able to extinguish. 


The apostle Jude, the author of 
our text, was one of those who loved 
and suffered for his Lord. It was 
about A. D. 66 when he saw the storm 
clouds gathering over the saints and 
he knew that the time of apostacy 
had set in, when to even believe in 
Christ was dangerous. Yet out of his 
brave, loving heart in the very face 
of a dangerous devil went forth this 
urgent message to the saints, to ear- 
nestly contend for the faith which 
was once delivered to the saints. 


I want to recall some of the events 
marked by that faith once delivered 
to the saints, which clearly differ- 
entiates it from the so-called Chris- 
tian faith of today. Jesus, determin- 
ed to build His church upon a rock 
which the gates of hell should not 
prevail against, had selected and in- 
structed His builders and on the day 
of Pentecost gave them such an en- 
duement of power as had never been 
known to all the history of the world. 
Immediately tne church of the living 
God sprang into existence, baptized 
with the Holy Ghost and fire, to 
which the Spirit imparted the gifts 
of wisdom, knowledge, faith, heal- 
ings miracles, prophecy, discerning 
of spirits, divers kinds of tongues 
and interpretation of tongues. 1 Cor. 
12:8-10. And furthermore, that His 
church might be fully equipped for 
her task He set gifted saints in it 
such as apostles, prophets, evangel- 
ists, pastors, teachers, etc. for the 
perfecting of the saints, for the work 
of the ministry. Eph. 4:11, 12. But 
no sooner did the saints take their 
stand under the blood stained banner 
of the Prince Emanuel than did the 
devil turn loose the flood gates of 
hell against them. Many of their dear- 
est friends turned against them and 
the highest ecclesiastics became their 
bitterest enemies. But watch their 
faith while their blood flowed freely 
and the prayers of saints were heard 
behind prison bars accompanied with 
songs of victory. God heard and 
answered prayer, but look again. 
Their faith brings the power down 
and at midnight Paul and Silas pray- 
ed and sang praises unto God and 
the prisoners heard ‘them. Suddenly 
there was a great earthquake so that 
the foundations of the prison were 
shaken, immediately all the doors 
were opened and every one’s bands 
were loosed. Acts 16:25, 26. And they 
went forth preaching the Word, fear- 
ing nothing. Why? Because they be- 
lieved the words of Him who said, 
And lo, I am with you alway even 
unto the end of the world. Matt. 
28:20. 

But as the years roiled on the fight 
grew harder. Many sealed their faith 
with their own blood and went on 
home to Glory. Others who had not 
gone deep enough in God began to 
weaken, giving heed to seducing 
spirits and doctrines of devils, found- 
ing their faith upon the wisdom of 
nien. Now I want to check up a little 
closer on that faith and see by com- 
parison if we have it today. First, we 
notice that faith came by hearing 
the Word of God preached by Holy 
Ghost filled preachers whom God had 
sent. Rom. 10:14-17. Second, it stood 
not in the wisdom of men but in the 
power of God. The apostle Paul before 
his conversion was a man of educa- 
tion and worldly wisdom, but when 
he became a man of faith this is 
what he said, And I brethren when I 
came to you came not with  excel- 
lency of speech or of wisdom, declar- 
ing unto you the testimony of God, 
for I determined not to know any- 
thing among you save Jesus Christ 
and Him crucified. And I was with 
you in weakness and in fear and 
much trembling. And my speech and 
my preaching was not with enticing 
words of man’s wisdom but in demon- 
stration of the Spirit and power, tnat 
your faith should not stand in the 
wisdom of men but in the power of 
God. 1 Cor. 2:1-5. Education, culture 
and refinement have their place in 
social and business life, but it takes 
faith in the power of God to steady 
our nerves when we are led to the 
fiery furnace or to the mouth of the 
lions’ den. The devil never was known 
to vacate on account of education or 
worldly wisdom but when faith 
brings the power of God in he moves 
out. 

John said, Ana tnis is the victory 





that overcometh the world even our 
faith. 1 Jno. 5:4. If you want your 
faith battery recharged read the 11th 
chapter 0) fleprews. tt nas 40 verses 
and every one chock full of faith. Af- 
ter Paul mentions some wonderful 
achievements through faith he records 
some of its heroes as follows: “And 
what shall I say more, for the time 
would fail me to tell of Gedeon and of 
Barak and of Samson and of Jeph- 
thae; of David also, and Samuel, and 
of the prophets who thru faith sub- 
dued kingdoms, wrought righteous- 
ness, obtained promises, stopped the 
mouths of lions, quenched the viol- 
ence of fire, escaped the edge of the 
sword, out of weakness were made 
strong, waxed valient in fight, turn- 
ed to flight the armies of the aliens. 
Women received their dead raised to 
life again: and others were tortured, 
not accepting deliverance; that they 
might obtain a better resurrection. 
And others had trials of cruel mock- 
ings and scourgings, yea, moreover of 
bonds and rmprisonment: They were 
stoned, they were slain with the 
sword: they wandered about in sheep- 
skins and goatskins; being destitute, 
afflicted, tormented; (of whom the 
world was not worthy:) they wan- 
dered in deserts, and in mountains, 
and in dens and caves of the earth. 
And these all, having obtained a 
good report through faith, received 
not the promise: God having provid- 
ed some better thing for us, that they 
without us should not be made per- 
fect.” Therefore, we who have receiv- 
ed the promise should rejoice with ex- 
ceeding great joy to share with them 
in victories even more wonderful 
than theirs. Why should we ever con- 
tent ourselves to suffer defeat? Jesus 
said, “If thou canst believe, all 
things are possible to him that be- 
lieveth.” Mark 9:23. 

“Verily, verily I say unto you, He 
that believeth on me, the works that 
I do shall he do also, and greater 
works than these shall he do, _ be- 
cause I go unto my Father and what- 
soever ye shall ask in my name that 
will I do that the Father may be. 
glorified in the Son.” We may not 
be able to comprehend the fullness of 
Christ’s meaning in these promises 
to us but one thing is clear, that un- 
belief is the only thing that limits 
our possibilities in God. I believe that 
our God is just the same today that 
He ever was and if we can only be- 
lieve God as did the saints of old and 
reach that place of total deadness to 
sin, with our lives hidden with Christ 
in God, fearing nothing but sin and 
craving nothing but God, then, and 
not until then, shall we see the fire 
fall with floods of Pentecostal power 
and great glory, and the signs will 
follow as in the days of old. 

Our Lord marked the highway of 
holiness with five distinctive faith 
signs to differentiate it from the way 
that seemeth right unto men. They 
are so plain that the wayfaring man 
though a fool cannot err therein. No 
man by human wisdom or skill can 
duplicate these signs. Satan may put 
up a counterfeit but not a duplicate 
and these signs also mark the diffe: 
ence in a believing believer and the 
unbelieving believer. The unbelieving 
believers believe in Jesus Christ for 
the salvation of their souls but do 
not believe in Him for the healing of 
their bodies as in James 5: 14, 15. 
They believe in the baptism of the 
Spirit but not according to Acts 2:4; 
10:44 and 19:6, therefore the Bible 
signs of belief do not follow them. 
The saints of the early church be- 
lieved in the baptism of the Spirit, 
the healing of the body, speaking in 
tongues, with other spiritual gifts, 1 
Cor. 12:9-15, and Ged bore witness to 
their faith with signs following. Mark 
16:16-20. This one point I want to 
make clear, the signs of Mark 16:16, 
17 are not self-produced. If so, every 
old hypocrite in the country would 
be making a show of them. But they 
are God given and only to those who 
believe the whole truth and are fill- 
ed with the Holy Ghost as in Acts 2:4, 
We can only speak with tongues as 
the Spirit gives the utterance; can 
cast out devils only with God-given 
power; can take up serpents (with 
safety) only when under the protect- 
ing power of God in Jesus’ name, and 
if such believers should drink any 
deadly thing (unaware) we have the 
promise that it shall not hurt them. 
We may lay our hands on the sick and 
pray the prayer of faith but the 
Lord does the healing. Without faith 
it is impossible to please God. Oh 
how much we need faith. Surely it 
was a cruel spear in the hands of a 
heartless soldier that pierced the 
heart of our Lord. But I think the 
spear that was pushed into His lov- 
ing heart the deepest and hurt Him 
the longest was that spear of unbelief 
of those for whom He suffered so 
much. How often He was made to cry 
out, O ye, of little faith, why did you 
doubt? O faithless and perverse gen- 
eration, how long shall I suffer for 
you? Therefore let us earnestly con- 
tend for the faith ouce delivered to 
the saints.
